Bends. 
After a brief argum ent the senate by 
a vote of 26 to 2 refused to cut down 
the appropriation. 
Messrs. Hernia and 
Osgood were the only senators voting 
against the la rg o appfoprladlon. 
The 
m ica were then suspended, and 
the 
$100,000 was given Its several readings 
and sent to the house. 
Even more emphatic was the voice 
of the senate in deciding thut March 
17 should be a legal public holiday, to 
be known as Evacuation day. 
This was the special triumph of Sen­ 
ator Sullivan, chairman of the commit­ 
tee on probate and chancery, which 
had reported against the resolve, the 
chairman being the only dissenter. The 
question before the senate was whether 
th** bill should be rejected as recom­ 
mended by the committee. 
Senator Sullivan addressed the body 
at some length and 
graphically por­ 
trayed the stirring events that led up 
to the evacuation of Boston 
by 
the 
British troops In 1776, 
To his mind March 17 was one of the 
most significant In the calendar of the 
country’s great days. Supposing Wash 
Pigtail had not fortified 
Dorchester 
heights and that Howe and not W ash­ 
ington had been the victor, he sug­ 
gested. 
Had this occurred the house 
of representatives might today 
have 
been the lower house of parliament, 
and the senate the house of lords. 
By unanimous vote the senate refus­ 
ed to reject th e bill, and It was there­ 
fore substituted for the adverse report. 
AH rules were suspended, and 
the 
new holiday bill was sent without de­ 
lay to the lower branch.

Dem ocrats Picked up His 


Appeal 


At the state house last night, 
th® 
legislative committee on cities discuss­ 
ed tho Boston 
aldermanic 
problem. 
Hearings were given on the various pe­ 
titions wMth bills that the commute® 
has had before it for several months. 
The session was a lengthy one, and 
decidedly lively in spots. 
Republican 
and democratic views of the situation 
in Boston were strangely at variance. 
The various propositions that 
had 
been presented from republican sources 
were condensed in new drafts subm it­ 
ted by Senator Dyer and E x-Alderman 
E. Peabody Gerry into the form of a 
petition for district nominations of al­ 
dermen. elections at large and minority 
representation. 
The nomination and election of 
a 
chairman of the board at large 
was 
also urged Jointly by Representative 
Hayes of Charlestown and Dr. Gerry. 
Things went along smoothly enough 
until Dr. George B. Pierce of Dorches­ 
ter, chairman of the republican 
city 
committee, took the floor. 
After a brief statement in which he 
said he represented this 
committee, 
and appeared to favor the general prin­ 
ciples of district nomination, election at 
large 
and 
minority 
representation, 
there began a rapid fire of cross-ques­ 
tioning from democratic members 
of 
the committee. 
This led to an Inci­ 
dent. 
The doctor had been asked where he 
lived and how long he lived there, th® 
motive of the questioning being ap­ 
parent. 
The ball was started rolling when the 
doctor, being asked how long he had 
lived in Boston, replied: 
"I hod lived longer in Boston when I 
rnn for the state senate- last fall than 
Josiah Quincy had when he ran for 
mayor.” 
Then followed more word play, and 
the doctor made a reference to wards 6 
and 8. which Senator Fitzgerald claim ­ 
ed was “a reflection on his district.” 
The exact wording of the alleged re­ 
flection was not caught by the Suffolk 
senator, nor remembered afterward by 
the doctor. 
Senator Fitzgerald, how­ 
ever. immediately asked the speaker: 
"Do you know of any greater crime 
that has been committed In wards 3 
and 8 than you committed when you 
moved from Milton to Dorchester for 
the sole purpose of being elected to 
the state senate?” 
Representative Hannan of the com­ 
mittee Immediately objected to this fin1) 
of questioning. Senator Fitzgerald roa* 
to his feet and exclaimed: 
“Tills man has cast a reflection on 
the district that I represent. 
He 
is 
evidently referring to certain 
things 
that have been published within tho 
last few days. 
The house has voted to 
wait till Mr. Riley comes ham®. 
I 
don’t propose to sit here and allow Dr. 
Pierce or anybody else to cast reflec­ 
tions on my district.” 
Chairman 
Brigham 
endeavored 
to 
soothe the troubled waters by suggest­ 
ing that remarks on both sides 
had 
been made that the committee really 
don’t care to listen to. 


A P P E A L F O R H E L P . 
In his statem ent to the committee 
Dr. Pierce had appealed ”to the re­ 
publican members of 
the committee 
and the legislature" to help the party 
out in Boston and give it some relief. 
Representative O’Toole of the com­ 
mittee took exception to 
this state­ 
ment. 
Dr. Pierce admitted that that 
was hasty language and 
he would 
withdraw 
the remark and 
call 
the 
measures before the committee "meas­ 
ures for decency and reform.” 
The principal argumenta against the 
measures submitted by Senator Dyer 
and Dr. Gerry and officially indorsed 
by the republican 
city 
committee 
through its chairman, was 
made 
by 
Pres. Arthur W. Dolan of the Boston 
common council. 
The idea of district nominations and 
elections at large was entirely incon­ 
sistent, he 
claimed. 
He 
regretted 
that Dr. Pierce had opened his address 
to the committee with the invocation, 
“Fellow-republicans.” 
tie pointed out to the committee that 
under the system advocated It would be 
possible for Boston to be represented in 
the board by less than hair its wards. 
“They talk ubou. district representation 
in these bills and the measures do not 
Insure district representation. 
They say 
the calibre of the present aldermen Ie not 
high enough, and yet they give you the 
nu in*' class of mi r> to pick from. If there H 
is to he any change let us have rn worthy 
one. 
Let us have nominations at large 
ural elections at largo. 
Make the candidate for the board of 
aldermen go to the same constituency 
uh the mayor of Boston has to and then 
you will have better men, lf those serving 
now do not please. 
We would welcome this change. 
W e 
are always willing to do what we can 
f o r our republican friends. 
We 
have 
taken the laurel from them in every 
contest we have ever had. 
We will de­ 
feat them again in the contests for the 
board of aldermen because the voice of 
tho majority will be heard, and the only 
way that I can see for them ie to have 
I his legislature name a half dozen re- 
publicans of Boston whom the mayor 
shall appoint to tho board of aldermen. 
“Why don’t they strike at the root of 
the evil. Make the reform strike on can­ 
ella day. not on election day. Under their 
proposed 
district nominating 
system 
don't you suppose the men they object 
to now can curry their districts over­ 
whelmingly for the nomination? 
••But they say the districts 
will be 
forced to nominate better men. 
I tell 
you that you cannot change nomina­ 
tions In wards In this way, and lf the 
present members of the board are not 
good men then or election day the citi­ 
zens would be called upon to pick be­ 
tween bad men.*' 
Mr. Dolan was against minority repre­ 
sentation. which he thought was really 
all the republicans were after. 
“We did not have It in the old day* 
when the Boston of todnv was made 
possible. 
We had then men elected at 
large and nmtolnefed ut large who were 
broad and able 
The trouble came when 
the cltv went democratic and tne con­ 
stant tinkering with her laws began."

The committee on accounts of the Boston school board has come out 
with the most sweeping recommendations for economy, during the coming 
year. The expenses for evening schools are to be reduced $4,000, the lecture 
system in evening schools Is to be cut from $3,000 to $1,600. 
The salaries of truant officers and the number thereof are 
to be cut 
down; 
the committee on extended use of schoolhouses gets $7,000 Instead 
of $17,000 asked for. 
The services of Instructors, directors or assistants In 
drawing, military drill, muste and physical training, tjie armorer, the special 
teachers in vocal and physical training in high schools and the teachers of 
sew ing in the grammar schools are to be discontinued after September 1st 
of the present year. 
There will be no appropriation for summer schools. 
If the full board Is not ready to adopt these recommendations It must 
appeal to the legislature for financial assistance. 
Verily some radical measures of retrenchment are here 
recommended 
and yet what do they affect but the frills, so to speak, of the curriculum. 
In all probability the work of the schools 
will 
be more effective lf 
the 
teachers mentioned be discontinued. The pupils will have fewer subjects 
and 
‘ wilt have a better opportunity to concentrate their attention upon the e s ­ 
sential branches. 
Is it not strange that we have no such recommendation 
of 
retrench­ 
m ent in Lowell, although th© expenses have gone far beyond what the city 
should 
pay for what 
it gets lit return for 
the amount expended? 
There 
are too m any fads and frills engrafted on the school work. 
The frills should 
be lopped off. 


What a world of interest Is taken in

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YALE-HARVARD 


New Arrangement Enter­ 


ed Into Last Night

N EW HAVEN, Conn., March 13—A new 
athletic agreement 
bef ween 
Yale and 
H arvard was entered into Inst night at 
a meeting in Springfield, held by con­ 
ference committees representing the two 
universities. 
L ater the Yale sub-commit- 
tee mot at the homo of Rev. 
Anson 
Phelps Stocks. Jr., and ratified the agree- 
tnt tit so far as Yaiels concerned. 
it wns long ufter midnight before the 
agreem ent was made public. 
It contains 
about 12(8) words, most of it dealing with 
a set of rules governing eligibility m a t­ 
ter* and questions of procedure. 
Most 
of the riling are such as have been in 
force in previous athletic agreem ents be­ 
tween Yale and H arvard. 
Finer points 
have been worked out. 
however, sonic 
u t them so expressly stated there can be* 
little misunderstanding hereafter. 
The agreem ent covers the four main 
sport*-—football, base ball, rowing 
and 
(flick athletics. 
The term of the agree­ 
ment is two years. 
It is provided, how­ 
ever, that the agreement snail be self-re­ 
newing in effect for successive two-year 
periods unless notice is given of intention 
to term inate the sam e at least six weeks 
previous to the end of the period. 
The agreement will go Into effect March 
15, 1902 
The most Interesting point about 
the new rules Is the agreem ent th a t the 
several captains shall In the first Instance 
be Judges of the eligibility of the men 
who are candidates 
for their several 
teams, and the captains shall he respon­ 
sible for th at lodgment. 
The 
captain 
must submit the list of candidates for 
the Inspection of a committee of tim e 
graduates who shall be elected In Octo­ 
ber of each year. Tn case these graduates 
disagree with the captain as to any man 
In the list or as to construction of the 
rides t)te m atter m av be referred for a r­ 
bitration to a committee, the first m em ­ 
bers of which shall be Messrs. Otto T. 
Barnard of New York

SILLY TREATING HABIT. 
How often have you taken a treat 
from a man whom you knew should 
have spent the money on his family? 
You have stood like a beggar and 
accepted the charity of a man who was 
drinking the blood of his wife and chil­ 
dren. 
And the treating habit! 
That is the 
silliest habit that men ever fell into. 
When you go into a barroom, you can­ 
not drink unless someone drinks with 
you. 
W hen you go into a furnishing 
goods store, do you say to your neigh­ 
bor, “I am buying a shirt, you have a 
box of collars on me?” 
When you go 
into a bakeshop and your neighbor is 
there, does he say to you: "I have Just 
bought a pie. you have a loaf of bread 
on me?" 
No, indeed!

‘‘H as a hell of a time." 
He means that expression only as a by­ 
word but unfortunately he is speaking 
the truth. Then he gets to loafing In 
some hsil-hole carousing

speech. 
Then 
he coaxes 
some other 
poor 
fool to stand before the altar with him 
and he swears to love, honor and obey. 
She, poor girl, knows w hat he la but 


Now 
he has 
reached the 
sum m it and he 
begins 
to go down. 
He is working 
along, a hewer of wood and a drawer 
of 
water while he sees the companion 
.if school boy days advancing In 
the 
world. 
He begins to deplore his luck. 
He wonders 
why some are so lucky, 
while he 
is not. Where has ills luck 
gone 
It has gone with the whiskey JIO 
drank. There is room In the world for 
a good man and plenty of work for a 
true man but the world ha.t lit.Ie use 
for a drunkard. 
THE INEVITABLE ENDING. 
The continued carousing 
begins to 
tell upon the drunkard's ability. 
His 
hand becomes unsteady, his eye loses 
its cunning 
His work grows less sa t­ 
isfactory and soon he is informed that 
his services 
are no longer required. 
Work gets scarcer and scarcer for him. 
By this time his wife Iva* brought a 
couple cif children into the world and 
she has to go to work at the wash tub.

"Think now while there is time! 
"The man who drinks is always in 
danger!"

er sermons which this clergyman has 
preached during the 
past two weeks, 
th a t 
of last evening was out of the 
ordinary 
in treatm ent of the subject 
most eloquently and forcibly deliver­ 
ed and productive 
of a profound im • 
pression upon all who heard ii. 
Rev. 
Fr. Rosa said 
in 
part: "The 
subject upon which I propose to speak 
tonight, that of intemperance, is one 
upon 
which 
a great am ount of time, 
thought and surplus energy have been 
spent without any great results. 
This 
absence of results is due lo tw-o great

UNEARTHED

NOTORIOUS RESORT.

SALEM. March 13—A 
sensation 
was 
created yesterday afternoon by tho an­ 
nouncement that tile skeleton of a wo­ 
man had been unearthed In a lot on Der­ 
by street. 
So far as a skeleton is con­ 
cerned the story Is true, but it is tho be 
lief of the police as well as antiquarians 
that the bones are those of some woman 
who was burled in the Charter street 
cemetery many years ago, 
This cemetery is the oldest regularly i 
established burial ground in Salem, and 
originally extended from Charter street j 
to the water front. The burials, many of 
them dating back more than 25o years, 1 
were in a territory much larger than tho 
present inclosure, which has been walled 
in within the memory of many of the 
older citizens to retain the southern and I 
western embankments. 
The basis of the story that the skele- | 
ton found yesterday afternoon was the 
victim of some assassin is attributed to 
the fact that I he spot was at one time 
tho site of ft house of ill-repute, and wit* j 
widely known as “the Coaster house." 
There is nothing In tho annals of Salem 
or the police records to show that any 
woman who was known to enter “Coaster | 
house” 
was ever missing, much 
more j 
slain. Neat the skeleton found yesterday I 
was a quicklime pit. but this IS no evl- ! 
dence or murder in the Judgment of the 
police.

BOSTON. March 13.—While the low­ 
er branch was engaged In the heated 
discussion of the Riley Incident 
the 
state senate passed along several Im­ 
portant measures. 
{Senator Skinner of Middlesex and his 
colleagues on the 
federal 
relations 
ommlttee scored a victory over the 
ways and m eans committee when the 
senate refused to amend the resolve 
relative to the Louisiana purchase ex­ 
position. 
The ways and means c o m m i t t e e had 
recommended 
that 
M assachusetts 
should appropriate $50,000 for 
state 
representation, exhibits, etc., at the ex­ 
position, Instead of $100,000 as the f e d ­ 
eral relations committee had f a v o r e d . 
When the m atter came up yesterday 
Messrs. Skinner, Nye and Gove of fed­ 
eral relations debated with 
Osgood, 
chairm an of ways and 
means, 
and 
Bends. 
After a brief argum ent the senate by 
a vote of 26 to 2 refused to cut down 
the appropriation. 
Messrs. Bends and 
Osgood were the only senators voting 
against the larger appropriation. 
Th*- 
rules were then suspended, and 
the 
$100,000 was given Its several readings 
and sent to the house. 
Even more emphatic was the voice 
of the senate in deciding that March 
17 should be a legal public holiday, to 
be known as Evacuation day. 
This was the special trium ph of Sen­ 
ator Sullivan, chairm an of the com m it­ 
tee on probate and chancery, which 
had reported against the resolve, the 
chairman being the only dissenter. The 
question before the senate was whether 
the bill should be rejected as recom ­ 
mended by the committee. 
Senator Sullivan addressed the body 
at some length and 
graphically por­ 
trayed the stirring events that led up 
to the evacuation of Boston 
by 
the 
British troops In 1776. 
To his mind March 17 was one of the 
boost significant In the calendar of the 
country’s great days. Supposing W ash­ 
ington hail not fortified 
Dorchester 
heights and th at Howe ' id not W ash ­ 
ington had been the victor, he sug­ 
gested. 
Had this occurred the house 
of representatives might today 
have 
been the lower house of parliament, 
and the senate the house of lords. 
By unanimous vote the senate refus­ 
ed to reject the bill, and It was there­ 
fore substituted for the adverse report, 
AH rules were suspended, and 
the 
new holiday bill was sent without de­ 
lay to the lower branch.

March 12—The senate 
has agreed to a vote on the Colombian 
canal treaty on Tuesday. 
The am endm ents to the treaty are to 
be considered Monday. 
The request for unanimous agreem ent 
was made by Senator Frye as follows: 
“I ask unanimous consent 
th at the 
treaty with Columbia be open to general 
debate until Monday morning: beginning 
with the session of Monday next, the sen­ 
ate will proceed to consider am endm ents 
that may be offered and th at upon each 
amendment speech shall be limited to 15 
minutes to each senator, but the chair­ 
man of the committee on foreign rela­ 
tions and tho chairman of the committee 
on inter-oceanic canals shall be allowed 
30 m inutes on each amendment. That, a f­ 
ter all amendm ents shall have been dis­ 
posed of. one hour shall be allowed for 
general debate to the side supporting the 
treaty and th a t one hour shall be allowed 
to the opponents of the treaty. 
T hat not 
later than Tuesday next the vote upon 
the resolution for ratification shall be 
taken without further debate. 
T hat the 
Injunction of secrecy shall then be re­ 
in ived from the 
speeches 
of Senator 
Morgan, already printed and submitted to 
senators, including that to be made by 
him On the response to the senate reso­ 
lution calling for InformsfTon as to the 
agreement between the

Canal 
company and our government and they 
shall be printed in the Record and that 
the speech or speeches made

New Arrangement Enter­ 


ed Into Last Night

N E W HAVEN, Conn., March 13 A new 
athletic agreement 
between 
Vale and 
Harvard Wits entered into inst night at 
a me* ting In Springfield, held by con­ 
ference com mittees representing Hie two 
universities. 
Later the Yale sub-com m it­ 
tee met at the home of Rev. 
Anson 
Phelps (Stocks, Jr., and ratified the agree- 
m> nt so far as Valets corner nod. 
It was long after midnight before the 
agreement was made public*. 
It contains 
about 1200 words, most of it dealing with 
a set of rules governing eligibility m at­ 
ters aud questions of procedure. 
Most 
of the r u b s ate such as have been in 
force In previous athletic agreem ents be­ 
tween Yale and Harvard. 
Finer points 
have been worked out. 
however, Rome 
of them so expressly stated there ran he 
little misunderstanding hereafter. 
The agreement covers the four main 
sports—foot ball, base bull. rowing 
and 
tratk athletics. 
The term of the agree­ 
ment Is two years. 
It Is provided, how ­ 
ever. that the agreement shall be self-re­ 
newing in effect for successive two-year 
periods unless notice is given of intention 
to terminate the sam e at least six weeks 
previous to the end of the period. 
The agreement will go into effect March 
IR. 1903 
Tho most Interesting point about 
the new rules Is the agreement that the 
several captains shall In the first Instance 
he judges of the eligibility of the men 
who are candidates 
for their several 
teams, and the captains shall he respon­ 
sible for that lodgment 
The 
captain 
most submit the list of candidates for 
the Inspection of a com mittee of three 
graduates who shall be elected In Octo­ 
ber of each vear. In case these graduates 
disagree with the captain as to any infra 
in the list or as to construction of the 
rules the m atter mnv be referred for ar­ 
bitration to a committee, the first m em ­ 
bers of which shall be Messrs. Otto T. 
Barnard of New York, for Yale; R. Tv 
Wrenn of 
Boston, 
for Harvard 
a n i 
William 
Meikleham 
of 
N ew 
York, 
a 
graduate of Golunhia. 
Each of th** cantains shall submit to 
the other a list of men whom he prn- 
noses to have noon bls team In the con­ 
test between them, such list to be sub­ 
mitted fit least three week* before the 
game.

Should be Applied to Elevate 
the Drunkard Says Rev. Fr. 
Rosa, 0. M.—The Drunkard 
Does a Five-Fold Injury— 
He Violates Every Command­ 
ment—More Christian Charity 
Should 
be Shown 
to 
the 
Unfortunate 


“Intem perance” was the subject and 
Rev. Fr. Rosa, C. M., the preacher at 
the mission for men at 
St. P atrick ’s 
church last evening, 
and like the oth­ 
er sermons which this clergyman has 
preached during the 
past two weeks, 
th a t 
of last evening was out of the 
ordinary 
in treatm ent of the subject 
most eloquently and forcibly deliver­ 
ed and productive 
of a profound Im­ 
pression upon all who heard it. 
Rev. 
Fr. Rosa said 
in 
part: ‘‘The 
subject upon which I propose to epeak 
tonight, th at of intemperance, is one 
upon 
which 
a great am ount of time, 
thought and surplus energy have been 
spent without any great results. 
This 
absence of results is due lo two great 
errors 
made by nearly all 
who have 
undertaken the task of promoting the 
temperance cause. 
The first error is the claim made by 
m any that they can make a man tem ­ 
perate. No such thing is the fact. 
If 
a man w ants a drink he will 
get 
it 
though they build laws BO feet high lo 
prevent him. If we could get just and 
equitable 
laws 
t,hat 
would 
affect 
equally the man with the golden eagles 
In 
his pocket and the man with the 
lone nickel one m ight have some hope 
of legislating tow ard the desired end. 
But at the present time it Is legal for 
the man with the golden eagles in his 
pocket to procure his drink in his fine 
hotel a t times when the man with the 
lone nickel is debarred from drinking 
with the approval of the law. Until 
both are treated alike there can be no 
legislation to m ake men temperate. 
As to the second great error, lf half 
the time, 
money and energy th at are 
spent to legislate to put down the liq­ 
uor traffic and men who 
drink were 
used to elevate the condition of those 
who 
drink .then there would be less 
intemperance. 
If poor working men were paid liv­ 
ing wages that w'ould enable them to 
get 
a square meal when they 
w ant 
it then they would not go to the saloon 
for a drink 
and the free 
lunch there 
dispensed, 
and I 
know’ 
It to be the 
fact th at men have gone and do go 
to saloons for the free lunch there a f­ 
forded and 
once there of course 
they 
will drink. 
I think the Brooklyn Rap­ 
id Transit company last year in furn­ 
ishing its employes with all 
the 
hot 
coffee 
they could drink 
did more for 
the cause of temperance than ail the 


old man, you’re doing well. 
I ’m proud 
of you. 
Now’ that you’re on your feet 
again keep on them.” 
I t’s a simple 
thing to do and it means a lot to that 
poor weak soul. 
E F F E C T OF LIQUOR. 
Please don’t tell me th at liquor is a 
medicine. 
It is not. 
It is given as 
a stim ulant, Just as any other poison 
is given. 
It helps the heart by giving 
it added energy and tides it over a 
crisis. 
It m akes the heart do extra 
work when that wonderful organ is 
flagging. 
“Liquor has the same effect upon the 
heart as a forced draft on a furnace. 
The fire leaps higher for a time but 
someone m ust pay for It. 
W hen the 
heart rests in its labors sleep is pro­ 
duced, when it works hard there Is no 
sleep. 
T h at is 
why a drunken m an 
never sleeps and feels so badly In the 
morning. 
T h at is the first step and it 
is soon followed by the others, all In 
the direction of physical, m ental and 
moral 
destruction. 
We 
sometimes 
hear the drunkard compared to a hog. 
I object to the comparison. 
It is an 
insult to the hog. The hog has his 
use in life. 
He m akes wealth 
for 
some one. but did you ever hear of a 
drunkard making wealth for himself 
or anyone else? If 
a drunken man 
lay down in a gutter beside a hog, 
the animal, as lazy as he is, would arise 
and go grunting, away. 
FIV E -FO L D IN JU R IES. 
The drunkard by getting drunk does 
a five-fold injury. 
First is the injury done to God H im ­ 
self. 
God created him for a particu­ 
lar purpose and 
stamped 
His own 
image on his soul. 
He also gifted him 
with reason and free will, thus distin­ 
guishing him from all other animals. 
When he gets drunk he degrades God’s 
Image and by sacrificing the God-given 
powers of reason and Intellect becomes 
lower than the very brute. 
Secondly: 
The Injury done to reli­ 
gion.

EVACUATION DAY 


Voted Legal 
Holiday by 


the Senate

BOSTON. March 13.—While the low­ 
er branch was engaged In the heated 
discussion of the Riley incident 
the 
state senate passed ulong several im ­ 
portant measures. 
Senator Skinner of Middlesex and his 
colleagues on the 
federal 
relations 
com mittee scored a victory over th© 
ways and m eans committee when the 
senate refused to amend the resolve 
elative to the Louisiana purchase ex­ 
position. 
The ways and m eans committee had 
recommended 
that 
Massachusetts 
should appropriate $50,000 for 
state 
representation, exhibits, etc., a t the ex ­ 
position, instead of $100,000 as the fed­ 
eral relations com m ittee had favored. 
When the m a tter cam e up yesterday 
Messrs. Skinner, Nye and Gove of fed ­ 
eral relations debated with 
Osgood, 
chairm an of ways and 
means, 
und 
Bends. 
After a brief argum ent the senate by 
vote of 26 to 2 refused to cut down 
the appropriation. 
Messrs. Bends and 
Osgood were the only equators voting 
against the larger appropriation. 
Th* 
rules w'ere then suspended, and 
the 
$100,000 wa© given Its several readings 
and sent to the house. 
Even more em phatic was the voice 
of the senate in deciding that March 
17 should be a legal public holiday, to 
be known as Evacuation day. 
This was the special trium ph of Sen­ 
ator Sullivan, chairm an of the com m it­ 
tee on probate and chancery, which 
had reported against the resolve, the 
chairm an being the only dissenter. The 
question before the senate wa* whether 
the bill should he rejected as recom ­ 
mended by the committee. 
Senator Sullivan addressed the body 
at some length and 
graphically por­ 
trayed the stirring events that led up 
to the evacuation of Boston 
by 
the 
Britishetroops in 1776. 
To his mind March 17 was one of the 
most significant In the calendar of the 
country’s great days. Supposing W a sh ­ 
ington had not fortified 
Dorchester 
heights and that Howe and not W ash ­ 
ington had been the victor, he sug­ 
gested. 
Had this occurred the house 
of representatives might today 
have 
been the lower house of parliament, 
and the senate the house of lords. 
By unanimous vote the senate refus­ 
ed to reject the bill, and it was there­ 
fore substituted for the adverse report. 
All rules w’ere suspended, und 
the 
new holiday bill was sent without d e­ 
lay to the lower branch.

man had been unearthed In a lot on Der­ 
by street. 
So far as a skeleton is con­ 
cerned the story is true, but it is the be­ 
lief of the police aa wed as antiquarians 
that the bones are those of some woman 
who was buried In the Charter street 
cemetery many years ago. 
This cemetery is the oldest regularly 
established burial ground in Halem, and 
originally extended from Charter street 
to the water front. The burials, many of 
them dating back more than 250 years, 
were In a territory much larger than tho 
present Inclosure, which has been walled 
in within the memory of many of the 
older citizens to retain the southern ami 
western embankments. 
The basis of the story that the skele­ 
ton found yesterday afternoon was the 
victim of some assassin is attributed lo 
the fact that the spit was at one tints 
the site of a house of ill-repute. and was 
widely known as "the Coaster house." 
'Were is nothing in the annals of Salem j 
or the police records to show that any 
woman w'ho was known to enter "Coaster j 
house” 
was ever missing, much • more 
slain. Near the skeleton found yesterday 
was a quicklime nit, but this is no evi­ 
dence of murder In the Judgment of the 
police.

The emperor w as talking to a group 
of subalterns a t the casino of P o ts­ 
dam, early iii December, 
and asked 
them where they were going for their 
holidays 
One was going to Paris 
and another Intended to visit Bohemia, 
Why don’t you go where you can 
learn something?" interrupted his m a­ 
jesty. 
"Go to America. 
You 
shall 
go as m y guests and tell me ail about 
it when you come home." 
The emperor thereupon 
selected a 
party, Including Count Von Bernsdorf. 
His majesty, who paid all the ex­ 
penses, has a permanent arrangem ent 
with the German steamship lines for 
reduced 
transportation rates for his 
guests. 
Count Von Bernsdorf, with a detec­ 
tive sergeant detailed by Pollee Com­ 
missioner Greene, studied the 
police 
system of New York. 
The thing which most 
astonished 
him was that he was not bothered in 
the s t r e e t s by dissolute women. 
The count told a newspaper corre- j 
sp o il dent that he especially admired 
the size of the New York policemen, 
their sm art uniforms, and their cour- j 
tesy, and he referred in his report to j 
the large, well-ordered police stations 
of New York and 
contrasted 
them ! 
with the rented rooms occupied by the j 
Berlin pollee. 
"B ut.” the count added, using a re- I 
cent addition to his vocabulary,

Americans have money to throw at the 
birds."

The salaries of truant officers and the number thereof are 
to be cut 
down; 
the committee on extended use of schoolhouses gets $7,000 Instead 
of $17,000 asked for. 
The services of Instructors, directors or assistants In 
drawdng, military drill, music and physical training, the armorer, the special 
teachers in vocal and physical training In high schools and the teachers of 
sewing in the gram m ar schools are to be discontinued after September 1st 
of the present year. There will be no appropriation for summ er schools. 
If the full board is not ready to adopt these recommendations it must 
appeal to the legislature for financial assistance. 
Verily some radical measures of retrenchment are here 
recommended 
and yet what do they affect but the frills, so to speak, of the curriculum. 
In all probabilty the work of the schools 
will 
be more effective if 
the 
teachers mentioned be discontinued. The pupils will have fewer subjects 
and 
will have a better opportunity to concentrate their attention upon the e s­ 
sential branches. 
Is it not strange that we have no such recommendation 
of 
retrench­ 
ment in Lowell, although the expenses have gone far beyond what the city 
should 
pay for what 
It gets in return for 
the amount expended? 
There 
are too many fads and frills engrafted on the scnool work. 
The frills should 
be lopped off.

The complaint that 
the weather clerk Is at fault and the 
weather Is always at variance with his 
foretelling Is almost a dally occurence. 
His omissions are prominently notice­ 
able, but

are lost In 
the fog of 
non-interest. 
Yet 
the 
weather records and the yen*’’s history 
as it goes by shows that the w eather 
clerk is as nearly infallible In his pre­ 
dictions of the weather as lf Is possi­ 
ble for a hum an to be. 
As a m atter 
of fact it Is an exception, despite the 
public belief, when the w eather clerk 
fails to foretell the w eather correctly. 
There are very few of the 365 days 
in the year when the prediction of th* 
weather Is at variance with the facts 
and this Is almost Invariably brought 
about by some condition of 
the ele­ 
ments that could not be foreseen. The 
reports from the signal stations all 
over the continent 
win 
sometimes 
show no storm s in development and 
only fair weather, when suddenly a 
northeast storm will come howling in 
from the Atlantic and change 
the 
whole aspect of thine*. The Atlantic 
Is not an available location for w eath­ 
er signal stations, and there is no way 
of calculating on what is coming from 
that direction except bv the barometer. 
But even 
such a 
condition ae this 
Is very. very rare. 
As a rule the 
w eather clerk hits It right and an ob­ 
servation of the oueatlon from

YALE-HARVARD 


New Arrangement Enter­ 


ed Into Last Night 


By Associated Press toThePun 
N E W H A V E N , Conn., March 13—A new 
athletic agreement 
between Yale and 
Harvard wa* entered into last night at 
a meeting in Springfield, held by con­ 
ference committees representing the two 
universities. 
Irater tho Yale sun-commit- 
tee met at the homo of Rev. 
Anson 
Phelps stocks, Jr.. and ratified the agree- 
mt nt so far aa Yale!* concerned. 
It wa* long after midnight before tho 
agreem ent was made public. 
It contains 
about 1200 words, most of It dealing with 
a set of rules governing eligibility m a t­ 
ters and questions of procedure. 
Most 
of the rules are such as have been in 
force in previous athletic agreem ents be­ 
tween Yale and Harvard. 
Finer points 
have been worked out, 
however, some 
of them so expressly stated there can bo 
little m isunderstanding hereafter. 
The agreement covers the four main 
sports—football, base hall, rowing 
and 
track athletics. 
The term of the agree­ 
ment is two years. 
It Is provided, linw- 
ever, that the agreem ent shall he self-re­ 
newing in effect /o r successive two-year 
periods unless notice is given of Intention 
to term inate the sam e at least six weeks 
previous to the end of the period. 
The agreement will go Into effect March 
15, 1993 
The most interesting point about 
the new rules is the agreem ent that the 
several captains shall In the first instance 
hr Judges of the eligibility of (he men 
who are candidates 
for their several 
teams, and the captains shall he respon­ 
sible for that 
lodgment. 
The 
captain 
m ost submit the list of candidates for 
the inspection of a com mittee of three 
graduates who shall he elected in Oeto- 
ber of each year. In case these graduates 
disagree with the captain as to any man 
In the list or as to construction of the 
rules the mntter mnv he referred for ar­ 
bitration to a committee, the first m em ­ 
bers of which shall he M essrs

How often have you taken a treat 
from a man whom you knew should 
have spent the money on his family.? 
You have stood like a bongar and 
accepted the charity of a man who was 
drinking the blood of his wife and chil­ 
dren. 
And the treating habit! 
That is the 
silliest habit that men ever fell into. 
When you go into a barroom, you can­ 
not drink unless someone drinks with 
you. 
W hen you go into a furnishing 
goods store, do you say to your neigh­ 
bor, “I am buying a shirt, you have a 
box of collars on m e?" 
When you go 
Into a bakeshop and your neighbor is 
there, does he say to you: "I have just 
bought a pie. you have a loaf of bread 
on me?" 
No, indeed! 
If your neigh­ 
bor offered you a loaf 
of bread, you 
would Indignantly refuse It and yet 
you will go Into a barroom and accept 
like a beggar, a free drink. 
Eighth. 
Thou shalt not bear

witness. 
Would you take a drunkard's 
word for anything? 
And so It is with the ninth and tenth 
commandments. 
Is it any wonder that

DRUNKENNESS DEFINED. 
In speaking of drunkards I don't refer 
only to those who get beastly drunk. 
A 
very learned Judge (Dewey) not many 
miles from Lowell not long ago gave a 
very peculiar definition of drunkenness 
When is a man drunk? 
Is It necessary 
for him to sit down on the curbstone and 


walt for his house to come around to him 
before he is considered drunk? No. 
The 
moment that a man cannot leave liquor 
alone he is a drunkard. 
He sacrifices

drinking with you who cannot drink us 
much as you but who Is influenced by 
your example and gets drunk?

To make a drunk­ 
ard we have the parents to begin with. 
One or the other If not both is a drunk­ 
ard. They drive the children out of doors 
for there Is no place else for them where 
they cati have peace. 
As they grow they 
begin 
to gravitate around the saloon. 
An time goes on they manage to get a 
nickel 
auld 
having 
seen 
their parent* 
drink tiny take it. 
The boy wants to be 
like his father. 
He takes his first step up by going 
to work. 
He gets his first week's pay 
and take* the crowd in to treat them. 
Then he gets to going to dances 
and 
picnic*. 
He get* a bottle and delight* 
to show 
the crowd that he has got it 
with him. 
Then with seven or eight other fel­ 
lows 
he chips in 
and buys a keg of 
beer, sends it up into the woods some­ 
where, on Sunday and to use his own 
expression 
‘‘Has a hell of a time." 
He means that expression only as a by­ 
word but unfortunately he is speaking 
the truth. 
Then he gets to loafing in 
some hell-hole carousing 
and telling 
stories 
that would almost make 
God 
repent that He gave man the power of 
speech. 
Then 
he coaxes 
some other

fool to stand before the altar with him 
and he swears to love, honor and obey.

out a moment's warning but it la In­ 
significant when compared

mighty flood of intemperance

sweeps over this country and has de­ 
stroyed 125,000 lives annually. 
"Think now while there Is time! 
"The man who drinks is always in 
danger!"

"Intemperance" was the subject and 
Rev. Fr. Ro?a, C. M., the preacher 
at 
the mission for men at 
St. P atrick’* 
church last evening, 
and like the oth­ 
er sermons which this clergyman has 
preached during the 
past two weeks, 
that 
of last evening was out of the 
ordinary 
in treatment of the subject 
most eloquently and forcibly deliver­ 
ed and productive 
of a profound im ­ 
pression upon all who heard ii. 
Rev. 
Fr. Rosa said 
in 
part: ‘‘The 
subject upon which I propose to speak 
tonight, that of intemperance, is one 
upon 
which 
a great amount of time, 
thought and surplus energy have been 
spent without any great results. 
This 
absence of results is due lo two great 
errors 
made by nearly all 
who have 
undertaken the task of promoting the 
temperance cause. 
The first error is the claim made by 
many that 
they can make a man tem­ 
perate. 
No such thing is the fact. 
If 
a man wants a drink he will 
get 
it 
though they build laws 50 feet high lo 
prevent him. 
If we could get Just and 
equitable 
laws 
t,hat 
would 
affect 
equally the man with the golden eagles 
in 
his pocket and the man with iho 
lone nickel one might have some hope 
of legislating toward the desired end. 
'B u t at the present time it is legal for 
the man with the golden eagles In his 
pocket to procure his drink in his fine 
hotel at times 
when the man with the 
lone nickel is debarred from drinking 
with the approval of the law. 
Until 
both are treated alike there can be no 
legislation to make men temperate. 
As to the second great error, if half 
the time, 
money and energy that are 
spent to legislate to put down the liq­ 
uor traffic and men who 
drink were 
used to elevate the condition of those 
who 
drink .then there would be less 
Intemperance. 
If poor working men were paid liv­ 
ing wages that would enable 
them 
to 
get 
a square meal when they 
want 
It then they would not go to the saloon 
for a drink 
and the free 
lunch there 
dispensed, 
and I 
know 
It to be the 
fact that men have gone and do go 
to saloons for the free lunch there a f­ 
forded and 
once there of course 
they 
will drink. 
I think the Brooklyn Rap­ 
id Transit company last year in furn­ 
ishing its employes with all 
the 
hot 
coffee 
they could drink 
did more for 
the cause of temperance than all the 
temperance talk for ten years. 
Elevate 
the man 
who drinks. 
There 
is too 
much time spent in cursing 
the sa­ 
loon keeper. 
He is not the sum total 
of 
all 
the evils 
In 
the world. 
In 
many 
cases 
he Is an honest 
citizen 
who does no more than the law allows 
him 
to do, who 
lives an honest life, 
pay* 
his 
debts 
and his 
taxes 
and 
makes 
a good citizen. 
Stop 
hurling 
Imprecations 
at 
him 
and 
turn 
your attention 
to elevating 
the man 
who is the slave of drink. 
Theoretical­ 
ly speaking there is nothing wrong in 
keeping liquor. 
It is kept in respect- , . 
I4 . 
able houses. 
Rut any man who keep*! charity? 
The families of 
drunkards. 


old man, you’re doing well. 
I ’m proud 
of you. 
Now that you’re on your feet 
again keep on them.” 
I t’s a simple 
thing to do and it means a lot to that 
poor weak soul. 


E F F E C T O F LIQUOR. 


Please don’t tell me that liquor is a 
medicine. 
It is not. 
It is given as 
a ftimulant, just as any other poison 
Is given. 
It helps the heart by giving 
it added energy and tides It over a 
crisis. 
It makes the heart do extra 
work when that wonderful organ is 
flagging. 
"Liquor has the same effect upon the 
heart as a forced draft on a furnace. 
The fire leaps higher for a time but 
someone must pay for It. 
When the 
heart rests in its labors sleep is pro­ 
duced, when it workB hard there la no 
sleep. 
That is 
why a drunken man 
never sleeps and feels so badly In the 
morning. 
That is the first step and It 
is soon followed by the others, all in 
the direction of physical, mental and

lay dow’n in a gutter beside a hog, 
the animal, as lazy as he is, wolild arise 
and go grunting, away. 


F IV E -F O L D IN JU R IE S . 


The drunkard by getting drunk does 
a five-fold injury. 
First is the injury done to God Him­ 
self. 
God created him for a particu­ 
lar purpose and 
stamped 
His own 
Image on his soul. 
He also gifted him 
with reason and free will, thus distin­ 
guishing him from ail other animals. 
When he gets drunk he degrades God’s 
image and by sacrificing the God-given 
powers of reason and intellect becomes 
lower than the very brute. 
Secondly: 
The Injury done to reli­ 
gion. 
He is a Catholic, and he goes 
out and gets drunk. 
The world kn<*ws 
that he is a Catholic and by his drunk­ 
enness the whole religion Is brought 
Into contempt.

ed him he stopped, and in a maudlin 
way tried to lift 
his 
hat. 
Had 
he 
struck me in the face the Insult would 
not have been as great. 
He did not 
know me. 
It was the collar I wore. He 
let 
the 
world 
know 
that 
he 
and I were of the same faith and knelt 
at the same altar. 
He was 
acknowl­ 
edging his religion and disgracing It 
before the world. 
Thirdly: 
The Injury to the country, 
the state Itself. 
Who fill our orphan 
asylums? 
The children of those who 
squandered their money 
for 
liquor 
when they wer£ earning it. 
Who form 
the majority of those supported 
by 
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It to sell it to the man whom he knows 
to be a drunkard, whose family is be­ 
ing robbed of food by his passion for 
drink is the worst type of criminal.

The way to solve 
the temperance
